QUIET CLOSE IN SENATE. 


Washington, D. C., July 8.—The end of this 
session of Congress in the House was marked 
by two notable incidents. One was sensa- 
tionally partisan, well-nigh resulting in 
personal .conflicts upon the floor of the 
House; the other was notably patriotic and 
swept away all signs of the former. . 

Mr. Handy [Dem., Del.], by moving to 
strike from the record a part of the speech 
which appeared as that of Mr. Ray [Rep., 
N. Y.], precipitated the dispute which 
brought on the closing incident ot sensa- 
tional nature. 

Mr. Handy declared the part tn question 
was not uttered upon the floor of the Hoduse 
and he read from reporters’ to 
roborate his assertion. 

‘Mr. Ray declared he had uttered every 
word. The House was becoming excited, the 
packed galleries were intensely interested. 

Speaker,’”’ resumed Mr. Handy, 
question of veracity has arisen here.

MEMBERS OF THE HA- 
 WAIAN COMMISSION. 


‘President licKinley Appoints Sen- 


ators Cullom and Morgan, Rep- 
resentative Hitt, President Dole, 
and Chief Justice Judd. 


Washington, D. C., July 8.—[Special.}]— 
Im accordance with the Hawaiian annexa- 
tion resolution, which has become a law, 
President McKinley has selected the five 
commissioners who are to recommend to 
Congress such legislation as they regard 


-necessary and proper for the government of 


the néw possession of the United States. 
He has selected Senators Shelby M. Cullom 


} ‘of IlMnois and John T. Morgan of Alabama, 


Representative Robert R. Hitt of IIlH- 
nois, and President Sanford B. Dole, and 
Chief Justice Judd of Hawaii. The reso- 
lution provides that at least two of the five 
commissioners shall be residentg~ of the 
Hawaiian Islands, and, in accordance with 
that requirement, President Dole and 
Justice Judd have been chosen ‘ 

Senator Cushman K. Davis, chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, was 
offered the first place on this commission, 


+ but was compelled for reasons of his own 


to decline. The President then called 
Senator Cullom by telephone from the White 
House and tendered him the position. The 
Senator asked for half an hour to consider, 
which was granted. Later the President 
sent for the Illinois Senator and urged him 
to accept the position, which he did, much 
to the gratification of the Chief Executive. 

The three members of Congress, two Sen- 
ators and one Representative, who repre- 
sent the United States on the commission, 
are all experienced men in national and in- 
ternational laws and affairs. Senator Cul- 
lom has for many years been a member of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, and 
is regarded as a man of unusually good 
judgment. Senator Morgan isasintimately 
acquainted with conditions in Hawali ‘and 
what will be required in the way of legisia- 
tion for those {slands as any man in public 
life. Mr. Hitt of IMinois is atrained lawyer 
and diplomat and will be of great service in 
performing the work laid out for the com- 
mission. 


- Messrs. Dole and Judd, from their life 


long experience with. the Hawalian peo- 


ple, will naturally be most active in fram-- 


ing the recommendations that will be made 
to Congress. Altogether the commission 
is regarded as a strong one. Its recom- 
mendations are expected to be ready and 
acted upon by Congress next session,

HEROES OF EL CANEY 
PROMPTLY REWARDED 
BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Four Brigadiers Raised to the 
Rank of Major General—cColonel 
Wood Made a General and Roose- 
velt Given a Higher Grade. 


Washington, D. C., July 8.—[Special. ]— 
President McKinley lost not timein reward- 
ing, the army officers whose conduct at El 
Caney distinguished them from their fel- 
lows. Among the nominations sent to the 
Senate today were Brigadier Generals 
Hamilton 8. Hawkins, Henry W. Lawton, 
Adna R. Chaffee, and John C. Bates to be 
Major Generals; Colonel Leonard H. Wood 
to be Brigadier Gencral, and Lieutenant 
Colonel Roosévelt to be a Colonel. 

Promotion of these officers attracted a 
good deal of attention, and their prompt 
confirmation by the Senate added to the 
enthusiasm with which the incident was 
surrounded. 

It was generally agreed by the military 


officers that the advancement of Colonel 


Wood to be a Brigadier General would not 
be relished by that officer, who has taken a 
keen interest in the First United States 
Volunteer Cavalry, familiarly known as the 
“Rough Riders,” and in the organization

Rebel Flag Floats 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


London, July 8.—The correspondent of the 


Daily Mail telegraphs from Manila, July 3, 
by way of Hongkong, July 8, as follows: 

“‘T have just returned from an interesting 
visit to Cavite with six other Englishmen. 
We went ashore in a body and noticed the 
rebel flag flying everywhere. We visited the 
arsenal,” where we saw several hundred 
Spanish prisoners looking through barred 
windows and clamoring for bread and 


cigarets. 


“Then we did what all do when they gO 


to a zodlogical garden in London. We 
bought several dollars’ worth of native cig- 
arets and little rolls of bread, which we 
threw to the poor chaps, who scrambled for 
them and fought like so many wild beasts. 

“When they got noisy a ‘nigger,’ who 

perhaps a few weeks before was bending 
the knee to them, would open the door and 
belabor them with a heavy stick to keep 
them quiet, they not daring to retaliate. 
- “J saw this with my own eyes and asked 
the American sentry why this was allowed. 
He replied that these prisoners were cap- 
tured by the rebels and were being fed by 
the rebels, the Americans having nothing to 
do with them. 

“ He told me also that they were fed twice 
-@ay-on rice and water, barely syfficient 
to keep body and soul together, so no wonder 
they clamored round us for food. 

‘‘T saw a party of twenty out foran airing 
in charge of a nigger with a loaded musket. 
It was sad to see white men lorded over by 
an aboriginee. 

“The natives have become too elated since 
the Americans came and think they are 
going to have a republic to themselves when 
the Americans will quietly sail away home, 
but are greatly mistaken. 

‘‘Tomorrow is Independence day. We 
thought the American flag might ‘be flying 
over Manila on that day, but must wait 
until the remainder of the troops arrive.” 


Germany to Seize an Island. 

London, July 8.—Developments of inter- 
national import may be expected in_the 
Philippines within the next few weeks. It 
is learned today from a high diplomatic 
quarter here that the unprecedented action 
of Germany in marshaling her whole East- 
ern squadron at Manila means that a decis- 
ion has already been arrived at in Berlin 
to occupy one of the Philippine Islands as a 
coaling station in the far East. The Kaiser 
said recently that such a station was vital 
to Germany’s position as a great power. 

Decision as to which island shall be occu- 
pied and when awaits Prince Henry’s ar- 
rival at. Manila, whither he is now bound. 
Subsequent inquiries in other well-informed 
quarters indicate that Germany’s creation 
of a coaling station at the Philippines is 
confidently expected in German 
quarters here. 

The British doverament can hardly be un-

Senor Ross; the Mayor, Sefior Porraz; and 
the President of the Upper Court of Justice 
came to Caney and delivered themselves up 
to our forces. 

They had been forbidden by General Toral 
to leave the town, but fearing death:in the 
bombardment or at the hands of the Span- 
ish soldiers during the outbursts attending 
defeat they sneaked away, coming across 
the mountains in a crowd of old refugees, 
and as soon as possible -revealéd their 
identity to thé Americans. 

Orders were issued to treat them with 
pest possible consideration for their com- 
ort.

GROWING TRADE WITH HAWAII. 


Abcut Two-thirds of the Island’s Im- 
ports Come from the United | 
Seates, 


The Hawaiian Islands, their commenrce, 
finance, productions, and population, form 
the subject of a series of tables which will 
appear in the next number of the summary 
of finance and commerce issued by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics. 

From these it appears that the United 
States has, since the reciprocity treaty of 
1876, had a large share of the commerce of 
these islands. Prior to 1876 our annual sales 
to the Hawailan Islands had never, save in 
two exceptional cases, reached $1,000,000. 
With 1877, however, the million-dollar line 
was permanently passed, and since that date 
our exports to the islands have steadily 
grown, passing the $2,000,000 line in 1879, 
exceeding $3,000,000 in 1883, $4,000,000 in 
1890, passing the $5,000,000 line in. 1891, and | 
promising to reach nearly $6,000,000 this 
year. Of the total imports by the Hawailan 
Islands in 1875 a Httle over one-third was { 
from the United States. 

In 1876 the reciprocity treaty went into 
operation, and in 1877 the United States sup- 
plied one-half of the Imports in the Hawalian 
Islands, which then amounted to $2,500,000. 
By 1880 the imports had increased to over 
$3,500,000, of which over $2,000,000 worth 
came from the United States; in 1884 they 
were $4,500,000, of which more tha. $8,000,- } 
000 were from the United States; in 1890 | 
$6,962,000, of which $4,711,000 came from the 
United States, and in 1896, $6,063,000,of which 
about $4,000,000 came from the United States. 

Of the exports from the Hawalian Islands 
the United States had also had the lion's

That Colwell sent some dispatch to the 
‘Navy department is indicated by the fact 
that for the first. time since he has held the 
position of naval attaché in London he 
refused today to see representatives of the 
‘press. 

It is saidat the embassy that Colwell prob- 
ably sent to Washington, as it is his duty 
to do, such information and rumors as he 
received in his official capacity from Madrid; 
but that he sent any positive statement to 
the effect that Spain was about to sue for 
peace is more than doubtful, as this would 
be a gross breach of official etiquette. 

The duty of the naval attaché is to make 
such reports to his Ambassador. Much an- 
noyance is expressed at the embassy that the 
Navy department should allow such a state- 
ment to become public. 

The officials of the Spanish Embassy in 
London say they have no knowledge of peace 
negotiations being on foot.

Washington, D. C., July 8.—In a manner.so 
simple as to be almost perfunctory the Seh- 
ate at 2:06 o'clock this afternoon adjourned 
without day. None of the dramatic and ex- 
citing scenes ypsually attendant upon the 
adjournment of Congress was enacted dur- 
ing the closing hours of the Senate’s session.

Was on a superb war footing when the

“* Take a fleet that represents $28,000,000 of 
money. To sail it at nine knots through 
rough weather and fogs and keep the entire 
squadron continually in touch—and this 
was a frequent occurrence—requires great 
naval-ability and exact seamanship.

were there, too. They were splendid looking 
warships and apparently well officered and 
‘manned, but there wasn’t the rigorous 
discipline, the incessant drill work, to which 
our créws are accustomed. That’s one 
point. : 

‘* But a matter of more consequence in the 
present clash of forces,’ Captain Sigsbee 
went on to say, “ is the fact that our men are 
trained not alone in accuracy of firing but 
in rapidity,,too. It is this deadly combina- 
tion that the Spaniards cannot stand; they 
are stunned, paralyzed, by the awful effects. 
We dash at them and smother them alive. 
They have no chance to breathe. The ap- 
palling rapidity with which our guns are 
worked; the appalling volume of lead hurled 
at the enemy, are features of modern sea- 
manship to which the Spaniard is a total 
, stranger. 

“The impact must be something awful 

hen a few of our broadsides, with big and 
little guns, hurl a mountain of shot<tons of 
metal—on the foe in such quick succession 
that he reels under the blows. Accuracy 
and rapidity combined are the vital, the con- 
quering elements in modern ironclad war- 
fure, anda nation that is not thoroughly up 
to date in them both had better keep strictly 
out of the business. | : 

“ But,” and here the Captain looked 
solemnly thoughtful, ‘“‘it certainly must 
convince all who have closely studied and 
watched the immunity of our vessels in all 
sorts of danger that Providence has been 
with us on more than actual battle days.

‘BOOKS OF THE WEEK. 


More of Rudolf and Zenda. 
Rupert of Hentgzau. From the memoirs 
of Fritz von .Tarlenheim. By Anthony 
Hope. Illustrations by Charlies Dana 
Gibson. Henry Holt & Co, 

There is no experiment so dangerous to an 
author as a sequel to his most popular story, 
and this is the experiment which Mr. Hope 
has tried in Rupert of Hentzau.”’ Though 
the titular hero has a most important part in 
the plot the real hero is our venturesome 
friend, Rudolf Rassendyll, who again 
evinces his marvelous faculty for upsetting 
the affairs of the Kingdom of Ruritania. It 


is in him that the interest of the pleased and | 


excited readers of *‘ The Prisoner of Zenda ”’ 
will center, and they will be anxious that he 


should give them as much amusement and ]} 
satisfaction now as-during their former ac- + 


quaintance with him. 


In some respects their desire will be grati- | 


fled; in others it will come to disappointment. 
Considered as a sequel the book is sur- 
prisingly good. It retains the spirit of 
** Zenda,’ is fertile in invention, swift in 
movement, and is of so thrilling and absorb- 
ing a nature that one feels impelied to hurry 
forward to the conclusion with reckless in- . 
difference to the humdrum demands of life. 
But the conclusion makes it impossible to 
say that it is satisfactory.. The author falsi- 
fies the promise that is implied inevery such 
story by. becoming too serious at the close. 

To be more definite would be to spoil his 
work, and nothing will be attempted here be-. 
yond certain suggestions as to the plot. 
Things have not been moving as pleasantly 
as they might since last we met tthe good 
people of Ruritania. The King, suffering in 
health owing to his cruel imprisonment, has 
become a fretful invalid, and developed a 
morbid jealousy of the omnipotent Rassen- 
dyll to whom he was so deeply indebted. 
“Rudolf had played the hero while he lay 
helpless. Rudolf’s were the exploits for 
which his own people cheered him in his own 
capital. Rudolf's were the laurels that 
crowned his impatient brow. He had enough 
nobility to resent his borrowed credit, with- 
out the fortitude to endure it manfully.”’ So, 
too, although he did not know of the feeling 
between Rudolf and the Queen he could 
not bear to hear her mention the man’s 
name, and on this account sought to exact 
from her proofs of love and care beyond 
what most husbands can boast of. 

Under the circumstances it was inevitable 
that the Queen should cherish an ever deeper 
affection for the absent marvel-worker. 
Once in each year for a period of three years 
she sent him a message of three words and 
received one of the same length in reply. 
And beyond the confines of the kingdom was 
young Rupert of Hentzau, a terrible plotter 
in the old conspiracy of Black Michael, who 
was keeping himself informed through spies 
of everything that was happening at court 
and wondering if some day he might not be 
able to intercept a message that he could 
turn to good or evil account. This is the 
status of affairs at the beginning of the 
memoirs of Fritz von Tarlenheim, the friend 
of Rudolf and the Queen. He it is who con- 


. veys the messages between the two and is 


first affected by a hazardous change in the + 
program, The Queen informs him that the 
box and the rose and the three words are 
not sufficient; she must write. ‘After this 
time,’ she says, “‘I won't send atall. But 
I must say goodby to him; I must have his 
goodby to carry ‘me through life.” 

Even the callow reader of fiction will 
realize that this was a capital mistake. The 
evil possibilities of a letter have been made 
so clear in books as well as in court that 
any epistie more effusive than the “ yours 
received and contents noted ’’ and “ in reply 
to same would say” of the business world ‘ 
has in it the potentiality of dynamite. What, 
then, should. we not expect of a love letter 
from a wedded Queen to a wandering gal- 
lant, with Rupert of Hentzau waiting in the 
line of its travel? OW) 

However, Fritz started on his journey 
and, more than that, he had as-his attendant 
a serving man named Bauer, who was in the 
pay of Rupert. He was waylaid, of 
course, the letter stolen, and Rupert 
and his weak tool of a cousin, Risch- 
enheim, were gloating over its con- 
tents while he and his broken head were 
carried to the hotel in which Rudolf was 
awaiting him. The question now is, Will 
Rupert and Rischenheim get the letter to 
the King, or will Rudolf and Fritz get Rupert 


and Rischenheim? | 


In the complications that ensue more char- 
acters appear. There is James, the servant 
of Rudolf, who possesses extraordinary 
virtues, which, we are given to understand, 
are the prerogative of English servants gen- 
erally. He does everything in the right way 
and at the right time, and seems to be a 
soldier, statesman, and diplomat in disguise.

Bryce’s Tribute to Gladstone. 3 
William Ewart Gladstone. His Char-- 
acteristics as Man and Statesman. By 
James Bryce. The Century Company. 

Essays on Mr. Gladstone have been common 
in more ways than one since the death of 
the statesman, and it is all the greater 
pleasure on that account to turn’to this 
strong and discriminating estimate by Mr. 
Bryce. Its terms in general are eulogistic, 
and the discrimination is never such as to 
detract from the fame of the subject. 

Mr. Gladstone had, as the essayist says, a 
singularly complex nature, a character hard 
to unravel. To go into all the complexities 
would demand a more extensive review than 
can be given here, and attention will be 
called only to certain points about which 
there has been no little controversy. Mr. 
Bryce testifies that four-fifths of the English 
upper classes were wont to regard the great

CHICAGO TARS GN THE OREGON. 


_Qhe detachment of sixty Chicago naval 
reserves who were assigned to the battle- 
ship Oregon are at present, after one 
month’s active service in the navy, the hap- 
piest collection of sailor boys aboard any 
ship in the service. That they would be 
assigned to such a ship as the Oregon was 
beyond the hope of any of them, and they 
were a happy crew as they were marched 
off the Mascotte and were selected to go 
to the Oregon. | 

After an hour’s trip the boys were put on 
board. It was hard’ work getting accus-: 
tomed to the life, and when next morning 
the new men sat down with the rest of the 
crew and ate their cracker hash and hard- 
tack and drank their black coffee the real 
meaning of the situation was suddenly 
realized. After breakfast they were put to 
work down in the hold, and such energy did 
they show that they soon demonstrated they 
were not tin sailors. ‘ 

For the first week they had an easy 
time. Some of them even transgressed all 
naval ethics and asked for something to do, 
which was received with a general laugh by 


-the rest of the crew. At the beginning of 


the second week the men were given regular 
stations and work; some to wash decks, 
some to stand watch and other night work, 
but it was not until the Oregon went to 
Guantanamo to coal ship that the Chicago 
boys did any actual hard work. | 

It was a never-to-be-forgotten day, not 
only for the associations—such as the capt- 
ure of the port and landing of marines—but 
for the fact that some of them for the first 
time ever took up a coal shovel and heaped 
coal into baskets, which were carried to the 
coal chutes and dumped. Each shovelful 
made them dirtier, untfl even their best 
friends would have been unable téd dis- 
tinguish their blackened faces. When sup- 
per time came the regular crew began to 
question the then as to how they felt, and, 
while some were tired, it was nothing more 
than a good, healthy tired feeling, and 
every one slept like a top until morning. 
The men have passed through three such 
experiences now, and will see many more 


before they come back to Chicago: 


The ,routine on the Oregon is much like 
any other ship, but “ war time,’ as the crew 
call it, has made some changes. All must 
be up by 7 in the morning, and washing 
decks is done at 5:30 by the watch, and con- 
tinues until 7. Breakfast at 8, and then 
general cleaning up. At 9 o’clock is the sick ° 
call and at 9:30 quarters. -After 9:30 the 
men who are off watch can write letters, read 
books from the library, etc., and at 12 din- 
ner is piped. In the afternoon quarters is 
not given until 4:30, and at 5:30 supper, after 
which clothes are washed, and the men are 
again free until 8, when one watch is mus- 
tered, Another watch is mustered at 12, and 
the first one is again mustered at 4a. m. ) 

Doubtless the most responsible place is 
that of searchlight work. Four Chicago 
boys now man the searchlights, and are the 
only men on the ship to work them. Fore- 
most among these is Samuel H. McEwen, 
whose work has been complimented by not 
only the watch officers but by the higher 
officers for the skillful handling of the 
lights. J. K. Beebe, E. H. Naglestock, and 
T. J. Roberts are the other boys who direct 
the lights. Proficiency :in signal work led 
to the appointment of two of the number to 
signal work, and Joseph C, Grannon and R. 
N. Duff are among the signal squad who 
take and send messages from the bridge of 
the Oregon, and both are doing good work. 

Of those who enlisted as seamen and or- 
dinary seamen the majority have been 
placed in the powder division, which has 
charge of sending up the ammunition tothe 
guns. The magazine men are as follows: 
Eight-inch magazine, ferward, F. C. 
Thomas; eight-inch magazine, after, 8. B. 
Cullinan, E. M. Lubeck; six-inch auxiliary, 
C., M. Dunning, F. B. Riley, J. E. Hill; eight- 
inch auxiliary, A. 8.

It has been hard work to come from their 
business in Chicago-and take up the position 
of fireman or engineer below decks, where 
the thermometer ranges over 120 degrees at 
all times. It is a pitiful sight to see the men 
from the firerooms when they come on deck 
to get a breath ofair. They look as if they 
had fallen overboard. Faces black and 
clothes soaked with - perspiration, which 
oozes from their shoes and drips from their 
faces. This is especially true when travel- 
ing under forced draft, and then the temper- 
ature ranges from 160 to 180 degrees. It is 
hard to describe such scenes down below the 
decks as were witnessed on June 2, when 
the Oregon gave chase to a strange craft 
and developed speed of 17.02 knots, breaking 
its best record: .

Ryan Fdllowerp Put Gahan Forces to 
Rout in the Second District of the 
Seventeenth (O’Connpr’s) Ward. .

During the fight, which occurred shortly 
before the polls opened, revolvers and razors 
were displayed and a number of persons re- 
ceived severe bruises and! cuts. Only one 
arrest was made by the podlice, although a 
dozen officers were stationed at the polls, 
and members of the Gahan faction assert 
that no attempt was made to stop the fight. 

The trouble arose, it is said, over the 
Gahan leaders attempting tto delay the vot- 
ing by placing a number of colored men from 
outside the district in the line to prevent 
the Ryan voters from reaching the voting 
booths uhtil after the polls were closed. 
When the attack on the Gahan forces was 
made the latter were outnumbered, they 
assert, almost two to one. After a brief 
show of resistance the Gahan crowd (fled, 
pursued by their opponents, who sought to 
punish the colored men for the part they 
had taker in the contest. |The latter were 
chased into an apartment house and a num- 
ber of them jumped from a window and 
eécaped from their pursuers.

INDIANA FARMERS TALK OF FORM-

Tasman and stock raisers in the southern 
part of Lake County, Inddana, are agitated 
over recent depredations of what they be- 
lieve jo be a regularly organized band of 
thieves, and there is a movement on foot to 
form a vigilance committee for the purpose 
of ridding the communities of that element. 

Much stock has been stolen during the 
last few days, and, it is believed, driven 


Ben Hayes of Lake County thinks the no- 
torious Tony Happe gang of counterfeiters 
and horse thieves, which operated extensive- 
ly in northwestern Indiana in 1895, is re- 
sponsible for a large portion of the recent 
losses, and he is making arrangements to 
raid the gang’s rendezvous, which is amid 
the sand dunes along the shore of Lake 
Michigan, between South Chicago'and Roby.

THE JULY DELIVERY I8 PUT UP TO 
_SEVENTY-NINE CENTS, 

Part of the Advance Lost Before the 
Close-—Southwestern Reporte Are of 
Wet Marvest Damage—New Wheat 
Here Brings Good Prices—Cash Corn

Wheat dtiveret a comparatively wide range 
yesterday, but was eccentric in its action, 
and showed the effect of the lack of specu- 
lative interest. The Southwest sent a lot 
of wet harvest reports, and the Corn Trade 
News statement that the world’s available 
is 154,000,000 bu below the average of the last 
five years attracted considerable attention. 
Shorts were nervous at the opening, and the 
liberal buying of both September and July 
wheat by the Barretts, Parker, Comstock, 
and Brosseau was not disposed to make them 
feel any easier. Armour was credited with 
putting up the price of July, but it was not 
clear whether that future was being put up 
for effect on the cash market, or: whether 
the buying of July was simply the taking 
in of hedges due to sales of cash wheat. 
The opening prices were a shade above the 


close of Thursday, and were the lowest of 


the session. From T76%c July sold up to 
79c. The marking up of July wheat was 
due to the execution of stop loss orders for 
smadl quantities by commission houses.

The fruit to be 
sold for dessert is ripened by the dry 
warmth of flaring gas jets in the storage 
places in which It is kept, and immense care 
has to be taken to prevent softening or
